A GREAT JOURNALIST. 


The foremost journalist in the world 
died in Paris, France, on December 2, 
1912. It was Father Bailly, who founded 
a half-dozen Catholic dailies, besides a 
score of weekly and monthly magazines. 
Several of the Dailies have 500,000 and 
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Egyptians, who had one, consisting of thirty 
days, with five days added to the last in order 
to complete the year. The Greek month was 
divided into three decades, which custom the 
French tried to imitate during the Revolution, 
but the experiment proved a failure. The Ro- 
man month was.a very complicated affair, and 
is still retained by the Church in her calendar. 
They used a threefold division of the month in- 
The Calends al- 
ways fell upon the first of the month; the Nones 
on the 7th of March, May, July and October; 
and the Jdes on the 15th. In the other months 
the Nones fell on the 5th and the Ides on the 
sth. The College of Priests uged to assemble 
the people together on the first of the month to 
inform them as to which days were to be ob- 
served by them as sacred during the month. 
Hence the name Calends, from the obsolete 
Latin verb “calo,” to call. The Nones: were so 
called because they were the dies Nona, or the 
Sth day, inclusively, before the Ides. Jdes re- 
ceived their name from an obsolete verb, signi- 
fying to divide, because they nearly divided the 
month in two halves. 


"o Calends, Nones and Ides. 


The days between the Calends and the 
Nones were called the davs before the Nones: 
those between the Nones and the Ides, the days 
before the Ides, and-those that followed, the 
days before the Calends of the next month. 
Thus, the Ides of Jannary, happening on the 
isth of that month, the next day wonld not he 
termed by a Latin writer the 14th, but the 19th 
before the Calends of February, that is, reckon- 


ing both January 14th and February Ist, and. | 


so on to the last. which was termed pridie 
Calendas, the day before the Calends. The 
proverbial saying: “ad Calendas Graecas,” or 
to the Greek Calends is equivalent to never. 
The Roman Calends were usually the days ap- 
pointed for the payment of rent, interest, ete., 
and, as the Greeks had no Calends, a postpone 
ment of payment till the Greek Calends simply 
meant a refusal to pay. 

The year is either astronomical, civil or 
ecclesiastical, The astronomical year is the 
period of time in which the earth performs a 
revolution in its orbit about the sun, and con- 
sists of 365 days, five hours, forty-eight minutes 
and forty-six seconds of mean solar time. The 
civil year is that which is employed in 
chronology, and varies among different nations. 
The Calendar of all European countries, in as 
far as the year is concerned, has been taken 
from the Romans. The Roman year, however, 
commenced with March, as is indicated by the 
names, still retained, of October, November 
and December, viz., the eighth, ninth and tenth 
months after March. The name July and 
August were given later to gratify the vanity 
of Julins Caesar and Augustus. 

January was named after Janus, an an- 
cient Roman God. The people used to pray to 
him every morning’ and for this reason he was 
called “Matutinus Pater,’ or Morning Father. 
February derived its name from Februus, an 
Italian Deity, whose worship consisted in Ius- 
trations, It was durifig this month that the 
famous festivals called Lupercalia or Februalia, 


These two months were probably named and 
introduced by King Numa: March is called 
ufter Mars, the God of War. Being the first 
month of the year in the old Roman Calendar, 
it remained so also in England until 1752, when 
the Gregorian Calendar was accepted. The 
legal year in England, prior to this date, was 
reckoned from March 25. The Anglo-Saxons 
called March “the month of storms.” April is 
derived from the Latin Aperio, I open. It was 
named so because in that season the buds be- 
gan to open. May took, according to some, its 
name from Maia the mother of the God Mer- 
enry, but, according to others, it is derived 
from the Sanskrit root mah, to grow. Hence it 
is styled the month of growth, because trees 
and herbs are well under way in that period. 
June bears the name of Juno; the Goddess. 
The Anglo-Saxons give it the appellation sear- 
monath, or dry month, and mid-summer monath 
also. 

Julius Oaesar was the first to reform the 
Calendar, in the year 46 B. C©., and as such it 
remained in vogue until 1582, when Pope Greg- 
ory XIII, with the aid of the most eminent 
scientists of his time, reformed it again and 
rendered it more accurate. Russia, out of hat- 
red for the Church, has persistently refused to 
adopt the Gregorian Calendar and still retains 
the Julian, in spite of the confusion it creates 
in its relations with other nations. The dif- 
ference between the two Calendars is thirteen 
days, that is, we are thirteen days ahead of 
Russia in our Calendar. 

In the Low Countries, Switzerland and 
Germany, the Lutherans adopted the Gregorian 
Calendar in 1700, Scotland in 1600. Though the 
Julian Calendar was comparatively perfect, still 
the annual error of eleven minutes and ten sec- 
onds had amounted, up to the time of Gregory, 
to ten days. : 

There is again talk in clerical circles, of 
reforming the present Calendar, under the 
auspices of the Pope. Periodical reformations 
of the same are necessary as new scientific dis- 
coveries are made in the field of astronomy. 
The Romans computed time divided into years 
from the foundation of Rome, hence their first 
year was 1 from the foundation of the Oity 
(ab urbe condita, abbreviated a. u. ¢.) and then 
downward to Christ, Who was born in the rear 
749 after the foundation of the city. The Jews 
of today reckon time from the creation of the 
world, which is supposed to have taken place 
3760 years and three months before the com- 
mencement of the Christian era. To find the 
number of the Hebrew year, beginning in the 
Fall of 1913, you would have to add 3761 to 
1913. Therefore the Mohamedan era or hegira, 
used In Turkey, Persia, Arabia, etc., is dated 
frofn the flight of Mohamed from Mecca to 
Medina, which was in the night of Thursday, 
July 15, 622 A. D. It is a lunar year. When 
the Christian world began to compute the years 
from Christ (the exact time is the subject of 
much controversy), they wrote before or after 
the date, the initial capitals A. D., which stand 
for the Latin “Anno Domini,” or year of the 
Lord. The years preceding Christ were desig- 
nated as A. C. (ante Christum), or, in English,

Foremost is the National Weekly “La 
Croix,” which is made local to eighty- 
three different dioceses, by their different 
bishops adding a page or more of dioces- 
an news. 

In this manner each diocese is enabled 
to have an excellent paper without much 
of an investment, without a high-salaried 
editor. 

Though we were not aware of the 
“La Croix” method, we devised a similar 
plan for the wide distribution of our 
“Parish Monthly.” Several hundred 
priests purchase the “Body” of our maga- 
zine, and add thereto parish items, with a 
few advertisements to cover the expense, 
and distribute the same as though the 
whole were their own publication. And 
some of our bishops were quick to see the 
same chance in connection with “Our Sun- 
day Visitor.” Several have written to us 

* to learn if they could have a page-of ex- 
clusive diocesan notes in the place of one 
page of ours, whilst retaining the one-cent 
per copy price. This, of course, is feas- 
able, and would result in good incaleul- 
able. We are copying, unconsciously, the 
Bonne Presse in another matter—in 
printing tracts and brochures on timely 
topics, and selling them to the clergy at a 
price which only slightly exceeds the cost 
of production. The Rt. Rev. Bishop of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, in whose diocese 
our printing plant is located, will testify 
that our motive is not mercenary; but tiny 
profits from thousands of orders will en- 

able us to keep going.
